authority to minister in Christ’s name. But 
the facts of the religious situation. have to be

reckoned with. and one of the most solid of } 


these facts is the existence of great organised 
podies of Christians which sprang up in 
the last four centuries, breaking away from 
fellowship with the historic Churches of this 
ministry, and claiming the san liberty to 
minister to their adherents in spiritual things 
as those Churches which cast them out, or 
from which they withdrew. 

The question before the historic Churches 
is this—What attitude are you to adopt 
towards those Churches whichjmake little of 
vour regard for the apostolic “Succession, and 
vet bring forth, in the most obvious way, the 
fruits of the Spirit ? When these newer 
hodies are plainly the home of saints, when 
their efforts among the heathen ‘are so much 
wider, and in many directions so much more 
fruitful than your own, are you ing to 
continue to treat them as if God not set 
His own seal upon their existence and efforts— 
are you going to run the risk of denying the 
operations of the Holy Ghost, and treat good 
as if it were evil? hen you cannot get the 
facts to fit your theory, is it not your duty 
to seek for a theory which will fit the facts? 

THE BISHOPS’ APPEAL. 

It is in response to this heartrending ques- 
tion that the assembled bishops, feeling that 
it ay with them, in a very special degree, to 
make a forward move. towards the healing 
of the wounds of the visible Church, issued 
thir appeal to the Churches of Christ 
throughout the world. In this appeal occur 
the words :—‘‘ The times call us to a new out- 
look and new measures. The time has come, 
we believe, for all the separated groups of 
Christians to agree in forgetting the things 
which are behind, and in r ing out to- 
wards the goal of a reunited catholic Church, 
The removal of the barriers which have arisen 
between them will only be brought about by 
a new comradeship of those whose faces are 
definitely set this way. The vision which 
rises. before us is that of «a Church genuinely 


catholic, loyal to all truth, and fathering: 


into its fellowship all who. profess and call 
themselves Christiahs, within whose visible 
unity all the treasures of faith and order 
shall be possessed in common, and made ser- 
viceable to the whole body of Christ. Within 
this unity, Christian communions now separ- 
ated from one another,. would retain much 
that has longbeen distinctive in their methods 
of worship and service. It is through a rich 
diversity of life and devotion that the unity 
of the whole fellowship will be fulfilled.”’ 

That ‘extract, Dr. Gregg proceeded, repre- 
sents a proposal whose spirit is, I believe, 
inspired by the Holy Ghost Himself. And 
to that proposal, now 54 years old, sent to 
all the Christian Churches throughout the 
world, what response has there been ? 

THE RESPONSES. - 

Firstly—There has been a notable increase 
in good-will between the different religious 
bodies, which has, in considerable degree, 
replaced jealousy, isolation and suspicion, 

Secondly—There has been in England, Ire- 
land, America, Australia and India a readi- 
ness on the part uf the separated communions 
to meet in conference and discuss in a spirit 


of friendly fellowship the differences which 


separate them, as well as the likenesses 
which unite them. 

When these differences are viewed as facts, 
a much clearer view of a complicated situa- 
tion can be got, and ways out can be pro- 
posed and examined.’ The time has gone by 
when men were taught to compromise their 
principles by discussing them with men who 
regarded these principles either as false or 
as unesésential. 

Yhere have been most fruitful and instruc- 
tive debates between the representatives cf 
the Church of England and of what are 
called in England the Free Churches. 
Never have the different parties understood 
the views of those who differed from them 
so clearly, and never have the different 
parties entertained stch high respect for one 
another as now, when they have sought to 
find the truth together. The path to agree- 
ment has not yet=been found, but difficulties 
centuries old cannot be removed in a day. . 

Thirdly—The various Churches have joined 
with one another in many matters of social 
and civic importance, where their united 
action has vastly strengthened their witness 
for righteousness. Christians must make the 
world reckon with the laws of God—must 
make the world, in its search for wealth, 
reckon with the claims of men and women 
who are not mere wealth producers, but are 
immortal souls, with a right to their own 
share in the grace of life. é. 

Concluding, Dr. Gregg said that, as the 
various Churches came to know and: respect 
one another better, they would be preparing 
themselves for that gathering together into 
one, which was the ideal of the Saviour’s 
heart. He trusted that all Christian people 
would make it their business to pray that 
the spirit of God would come mightily i” 
the Church of Christ, and would make His 
people love and desire the unity that is of 
God, so that the world might see and believe.

CASES FOR TRIAL IN DUBLIN. 


There are at present over fifty cases listed 
for trial at the Central Criminal Court, the 
next of which. will be opened on Tues- 
day, the 19th inst. The list is not yet com- 

lete, as several cases are likely to come in 
fore the opening day, and it will be ang- 
mented by cases which had been sent for trial 
to the Court of the High Court Circuit, a 
Court which will not now come into 
existence. 
The Court of the High Court Circuit was 
contemplated by the Irish Free State Courts 
of Justice Act, 1924, for the trial of prisoners 
charged with three classes of criminal 
offences—treason, piracy and murder—bu; 
the judges who acted on the Rule-Makiog 
Committee recommended that this Court 
should not be established, as it would not be 
necessary, and, if set up, would be cumbrous 
and expensive. 
Thirty-nine prisoners from ten or twelve 
counties have been ‘committed for trial to the 


Amon 
the number are two men who are dará 
with the murder of the girl, Lizzie O'Neill, 
otherwise known as ‘‘ Honor Bright,” by 
shooting her on the 9th June, 1925. i 
The cases already listed for trial at the 
Central Criminal Court include four of alleged 
murder, six of alleged attempted murder, five 
of alleged robbery under arms, two of alleged 
infanticide, five of alleged treasonable 
offences and two of alleged embezzlement.

‘TOWARDS A BETTER IRELAND. 

“Tabi” was an attempt to follow this 
great historic example, We tried to face 
facts, and some of them were very terrible— 
facts about housing ahd unemployment, how 
co-operation was in many places as ‘unpopular 
as it was shown to be necessary, how entirely 
defective was our whole educational system, | 
how far behind we were in the provision ot 
the simplest means of making life pleasant 
and beautiful, whether in town or country ; 
how far from being united were North and 
South, even after the boundary question had 
been taken out of the way. e found that 
we had also to face the indifference of masses 


at 
village clubs and folk high schools. le 
found that nearly every question led us up to 
the defects in our educational system, and in 
the training of the children of the country, 
both in and out of school and after leaving 
schoo 

Then we tried to realise Irelar.d s true post- 
tion irreference to her own particular pro- 
blem of internal unity, and in relation to the 
rest of the world,’and our duties and respon- 
sibilities as citizens. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

Looking back now on the Conference, cer- 
tain convictions force themselves on ones 
mird : 

1. God has a great purpose for Ireland—a 
purpose whieh no other people can so fitly 
accomplish. His hand is seen in her whole 
history, guiding, contrglling, mending, adapt- | 
ing, in spite of the in erable mistakes and 
wil ul blindness that have so often delayed His 
plans. 

2. God’s plan needs the response of our 
faith. This ‘‘ Tabi’’ Conference was a fellow- 
ship of people who believe in Ireland «nd her 
mission and are not ashamed to say so. 
would give anything,” said one of the 
speakers from England, ‘“‘ to belong. like you, 
to a small country.” And another, in 
reference to the way in which some young 
men, despairing of their country, and ready 
to leave her in the lurch, told us te go down 
on our knees and thank God that He had 
allowed us te be citizens of Ireland. at a time 
like this. “' Across everything the prophets of 
Israel have written,” said Senator rman, 
‘‘we, Christians, must write ‘here’ and 
“now. ”’ 

3. Let us get rid of that perpetual erabbin 
of our country which takes the heart out o 
all efforts on her behalf. Let us continue to 
study our problems, and the facts relating to 
them, so that we may be of use to her. Let 
us find our job for Ireland, and do it, not 
necessarily in Ireland: Columba-and Gall ard 
Columbanus served Ireland best by serving 
Ireland's King and Saviour abroad. 

Let us support those who have alread got | 
to work to solve the problems. Above all, let 
ug carry the “ Tabi ' spirit with us wherever 
we are—the spirit that believes in Ireland in 
the dark days as well as ir the bright, the 
spirit of humility that is more ready to serve 
than to lead or advise, the spirit of active 
friendliness that may continually brighten 
lonely lives. 

Let us not mind too much the criticisms and 
ridicule of others, but let us reply to them as 
Nehemiah did :—‘‘ The God of heaven, He will 
prosper us; therefore, we, His servants, will 
arise and build.”’ '

“ CASE OF WILFUL PERJURY,” 
SAYS RECORDER. 


ém I am glad that as the result of the investi- 
_yation of the case the credit of the firm stands 
as high as ever it did,” skid the Recorder of 
Londonderry last Saturday, at the conclusion 
of the resumed hearing of the action brought 
by William J. Stevenson, 7 Harding street, 
Derry, against the firm of Alexander Thomp- 
son and Sons, Duke street, Londonderry, to 
recover £7 10s., allaged to be due as arrears 
of salary. 

The case was partly heard on last Tuesday, 
when the plaintiff, in the course of his evi- 
dence, gave as one of his reasons for leavin 
the firm's employment, that he had been ask 
on several occasions to weigh customers’ 
butter sight. The names of three customers 
were mentioned. 

When the case was last heard, it was ad- 
journed by the Recorder to enable the cus- 
tomers to be called by the firm. He im- 
timated that if they denied the allegations he 
would send the case forward to the Attorney- 
General. 

The Recorder added that he was satisfied 
that the case was one of wilful and corrupt 
perjury on the part of the plaintiff, in order 
to injure the firm, and said that he would send 
the papers on to the Attorney-General with 
his observations. 

He allowed the plaintiff a decree for £2 
wages due at the time he left the firm's em- 
ployment, but set this off against a similar 
decree granted the firm in a counter-claim for 
loss of service. "

storation of the ruined abode were under con-. 
sideration by some Irish archeologists, b 
officials. of Trinity College, ‘ Dublin—Gold- 
smith’s Alma Mater—and by the Westmeath 
County Council; but on revisiting. the place | 
last month, Mr, Gaston found that nothing 
heen done, or was ih prospect, so far as 
he could learn. Large additional cracks had 
developed, meanwhile, in the front ‘wall. 

It is suggested to President Cosgrave that 
the Irish Free State might acquire about five 
acres of land, and restore approximately to 
their original 18th century condition, for use 
as a guest-house for tourists, ‘‘The Village 
Preacher's modest mansion,’’. and the en- 
closure, mentioned in ‘*The Deserted 
Village,” “ Where once the garden smiled,”’ 

It is estimated that £5,000 would be ample 
for the purpose, and. Mr. Gaston is of the 
opinion that the. multitude of Goldsmith’s 
lovers.in America and throughout the world 
might endow the property, and other places 
of Goldsmith zassociation in the neighbour- 
hood as a memorial in perpetuity. As Ire- 
land is endeavouring to attract more visitors, | 
it is suggested that ‘“‘ Goldsmith’s country ”’ 
might thus become a notable place of pil- 
grimage, situated, as it is, at the 
geographical centre of the country, and on 
the main travel routes.

OPPOSITION TO LABOUR 


PARTY BAN. 


The Gurteen (South Sligo) Branch of the 
Farmers’ Uuion at their last meeting passed 
a resolution stating that the attitude of the 
Labour leaders in opposing the employment 
of unskilled !abour—farmers with small and 
uneconomic holdings principally—in connec- 
tion with the Shannon’ scheme at 32s. a 
week, was unjust and against the interests 
of small farmers. They held that it should 
‘ke left optional with struggling farmers to 
‘work at 32s. a week if they desired, and 
condemned the action of those who inter- 
fered in their employment. 

Canon O'Connor, P.P., ‘addressing the 
meeting, said that he considered that the 
attitude adopted by the Labour leaders in 
opposing the employment of poor farmers— 
unskilled labour—along the Shannon at 32s. 
weekly was unpatriotic, and opposed to the 
interests of the Tarming class. 


THE EXILE IN LITERATURE: 


——————- 


LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
BERGIN. 


r In the course of a lecture on “ The Exile 
in Gaelic Literature,” at the Lecture Hall, 
School of Art, Cork, under the auspices of 
the Munster Society of Arts, Professor Bergin 
said that if literature was a picture of life, of 
what is done and thought in the visible and 
invisible world, it was only natural that the 
greater part of literature should be  con- 
cerned with man in his racial relations. The 
img y of these social relations, the separa- 
tion of the individual from his menfolk and his 
country, emphasised the strength 
bonds that unité him to his own. 

In Gaelic literature, as in other literatures, 
the note-of the exilé was one of sadness and 
longing ; but, of course, there were some in- 
dividuals who were too long and too much 
interested “ih seeking their fortunes to waste 
time in such vain regrets. They were men 
of action, who, unfettered by responsibilities 
to their own people, made new homes and 
even founded new dynasties ; but they did not 
themselves create literature. The idea of 
exile was not associated with success. 

Perhaps the first historical exile Ireland 
could ‘claim was Saint Patrick. He was our 
first and our greatest; but he was an exile 
in Ireland, not from it. In his ‘‘ Confessions” 
he complained that he dwelt in the midst of 
barbarians, a stranger and an exile for the 
love of God, Readers of the old Irish sagas 
would understand what it meant for a grave 
citizen of the Roman Empire to sympathise 
with the proud and passionate aristocracy 
amongst ‘hens his lot was cast. At best 
they were to him splendid barbarians. But 
oh partes 3. own Hers were all in Neil 
and, properly ing, were no part of the 
Gaelic “YEAR Age He however, Filaseá an 
important, part in the native literature of the 
old Irish and middle Irish literary periods. 
Writers of homilies snd nahegvrics out- 
stripped each other in describing his endless 
miracles, blessings, curses and prophecies. 

If Ireland could not claim St, Patrick, it 
could ‘claim St. Columceille, who sailed from 
Ireland for Iona in 562, about three genera- 
tions after St. Patrick’s time. Columcille 
became a champion of [trish poets and a 
typical Irish poet himself. The lecturer gave 
an extract from a beautiful poem attributed 
to the. saint. Passing from the sixth to the 
sixteenth century, Professor Bergin remarked 
that old and middle Irish prose ‘was singularly 
impersonal : the author's name was only given 
in verse composition; which was the only form 
of literature tanghf ain the schools, Most of 
that try—the exquisite metrical technique 
and wks od ished style—baffted description. 

The Muireadhach Q Dálaigh was one 
of the most remarkeble characters. He was 
by no means a saint, but a poet by profession, 
who was very passionate and proud. The 
story of his exile to Seotiand, about 1213; was 
one of the most curious in Irish history.

| Wher the poet was at bis, home, O’Donnell’s 


steward came to his house demanding cess, or 
tax, on behalf of O'Donnell, and made his 
application in such insulting terms that the 
wrathíul. poet killed him with an axe. The 
poet fled to Scotland, and, while there, ad- 
dressed many proverbs and rhymes, and 
several poems, causing O’Donnell’s compas- 
sion. O'Donnell eventually softened, and the 
poet returned. The lecturer gave a brilliant 
rendering of one of these poems. 

In the sixteenth century there was a great 
change; all the upper classes of society, 
follewing the erushed rebellion in the South, 
the terrible defeat at Kinsale, and the flight 
of the Earls, almost. ceased to exist, and the 
poets lost their patrons. Classical Irish Titera- 
ture came to an abrupt end. Npmerous 
poems written after that time showed how 
the poets suffered from the deppfvation of 

tronage. The rer instanced Fear Feasa 

an Chainte, who in his poems complained 
that his importance had come to an end. 

Another exile poet was Fearghal Og Mac an 
Bháird, who composed a charming m in 
the Netherlands, where he languished in exile 
for a reason not now known: one poem | 
he rs ig himself to Job, whom he wished 
to emulate. The end of his life was extremely 
unhappy, he died in dire poverty. The sub- 
ject of Gaelic literature written in exile did 
not end in the seventeenth century, but there 
was a great break. The later exiles were a 
different class of; people, whose history, he 
hoped, would be related by a greater authority 
on that subject than hiniself.

ART AND COMMERCE. 


METROPOLITAN SCHOOL OF 
ART’S DISPLAY. 

The great utilisation of artistic work in 
trade and business in recent years, and the 
studies made by commerce and art towards 
a common unity of purpose, have been re- 
flected in the work of art and craft schoois 
throughout the world. 

The Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin, 
has not been unmindful of the advance that 
is being madé in other countriés. It has 
sought to keep pace with modern tendencies, 
and in the exhibition of pictorial designs, 
which will be opened at Kildare street to- 
day, there is ample evidence’ that ‘there is 
no lack of ability among Irish boys and girls 
for this kind of work. The exhibition has 
been arranged to afford the public an oppor- 
tunity of witnessing and assessing the work 
of a recently established section of the School 
of Art’s programme, and to provide a dis- 
play for the information of printers, 
lishers, publicity agents, and others, whose 
requirements include original designs as com- 
ponent parts in book production and adver 
tising. 

The first instructor in the section was Mr, 
Harry Clarke, R.H.A., and on his resignation 
the work was continued by Mr. Austin 
Molloy. 

The section meets four evenings every 
week, and is attended by students who are 
also engaged in other sections of the school, 
as well as by those who intend to specialise in. 
this particular work. In the course of in- 
structions there is no employment, of either 
‘“‘ short cuts ’’ or specious methods; the fun- 
damental or basic principles of art are the 
same in every bránah of artistic practice, and 
in this branch they are consistently applied, 

The present exhibits are arranged in three 
groups :—/(1) Illustrations. (2) Advertising 
Posters. (3) Show Cards, Catalogues, Fashion 
Plates, etc. Such an arrangement is helpful 
in estimating the work, and, in addition, it 
serves to show the progress made by in- 
dividuals, and the possibilities that lie in the 
sympathetic teaching of very young students. 
In this connection there is a notable example 
in a group of work by Miss Stella Steyn, 
showing first, second and third period 
exercises. The development of Miss Steyn’s 
natural talent is very clearly marked. 

An interesting group, also, is that showing 
exercises by students under 17 years of age, 
which epitomise an aspect of the instruction 
that provides for original invention from the 
beginning as an essential factor—a departure 
from the older academic methods, in which 
the imagination was allowed to lie dormant 
until the student had attained complete 
technical skill.

ANALYST’S EVIDENCE AT 
INQUEST ON CIVIC GUARD. 


‘That deceased died from strychnine 
poisoning, when and how administered there 
was no evidence to show,” was the verdict 
returned at tie resumed inquest at Cuffs 
Grange, County Kilkenny, touching the death 
of Guard Martin Nagle, Nenagh, Co. Tip- 
perary, which took place at Cuffs Grange in 
October last. The remains were exhumed ox 
December 10th last. 

The evidence of Mr. Peter K. Ottyle, 
analyst of the State Laboratory, Dublin, went 
to show that he aualysed the stomach. which 
he found to contain approxmately one-ninth 
vf a grai of strychnine. Amounts of 
strychnine were also found in the liver, kid- 
aeys and intestines. In witness’s opinion the

China’s Crisis. : 
The latest development in the Chinese 
crisis is the resignation of Tuan Chi-jui, 
the nominal  “ Chief Executive” of the 
country. Like everything else in connec- 
tion with the Chinese situation, Tuan's 
resignation is rather vague. He issued 
an official circular on Friday morning 
announcing his withdrawal from affairs; 
but afterwards took it back “ for revision,”’ 
with the result that nobody at the 
moment seems to know whether or not 'e 
is still at the head of the Central Govern- 
ment,. It is quite certain, however, that 
he intends to resign... When Chang Tso- 
lin decided to retire to Manchuria Tuan 
lost his most powerful friend, and, in all 
likelihood, he will disappear quietly from 
the scene of his former triumphs. His 
position in Peking has been very difficult 
during recent months. He had never any 
real authority. He was a mere figure- 
head, bullied now by this and now by that 
Tuchun, and at several points during the 
last few weeks his life has been reported 
to be in danger. “' Little Hsu,’’ who was 
assassinated recently, was an intimate 
friend of Tuan. is murder was a purely 
“political ” crime, and it is suggested that 
Tuan, fearing to share the fate of his 
companion, has. chosen resignation as the 
best way out of his troubles. Feng Yu- 
Hsiang, the so-cailed “ Christian ’’ general, 
also has withdrawn from Chinese affairs ; 
but in. his case the circumstances are 
different. General Feng has gone te 
Russia in search of funds and ammuni- 
tion. He is the most intelligent of the 
many generals who are fighting in China, 
and is in close touch wth the Soviet 
Government. Moscow’s policy is to 
encourage Asiatic nationalism, of  what-} 
ever brand it may be, against what it 
terms the ‘‘imperialistic’’ policy cf 
Western Europe in the Far East. It also 
is opposed to Japan’s policy in Man- 
churia,. and there may be some truth in 
the story that Feng has gone to Moscow 
n only to get money, but to persuade the 
Scviet Government that China’s only hope 
of salvation lies in the immediate estab- 
lishment of a Bolshevist -régime in 
Peking. Feng is believed to be anxious 
to smash the Tariff Conference and the 
Yommission on Extra-Territoriality which 
are sitting at present. Whatever truth there 
may be in these stories, it is certain that 
China’s troubles are a long way from 
solution. The policies of Russia and 
Japan are almost equally sinister. Each 
is using China for her own ends, and the 
influence of the Western Powers is being 
undermined ‘steadily. The matter has a 
serious aspect for Britain, whose position 
in the Far East is of the greatest im- 
portance to Imperial policy. Huge sums 
of British capital are sunk in China, and 
the British Government cannot afford to 
allow its interests to be attacked either 
by Moscow or Tokio. There is no doubt 
at al! that, so far as Russia is concerned, 
her -activities in China are directed 
mainly against British influence. For 
that reason alone every effort ought to be 
made to settle the outstanding disputes 
concerning the Shanghai incidents and to 
promote a more friendly feeling between 
Britain and the Chinese people. 


The Poetry of Exile. 


In his lecture before the Munster Society 
of Arts on the note of exile in antique 
Irish literature Professor Bergin gave his 
hearers what all our people need—some 
grains of critical study of our country’s 
literary past. He quoted the verse, 
attributed to Saint Columba, who is sup- 
posed to have declared, during his 
penitential exile thirteen hundred years 
ago, that death in. Ireland would be 
preferable to drawn-out life.in Alba. In 
many bardic poets down to the Elizabethan 
age Professor Bergin traced the same air of 
home-sickness. A wider survey would have 
revealed the same undying characteristic. 
Legendary literature by unknown hands 
teems in instances, like that famous 
episode in which Ossian, thinking of his 
ancestral hills and the coursing hounds 
of the Fianna, wearied even of the 
immorta] delights of the fairylands Later 
poetry, by the singers of the common 
people, yields Red Donough’s song, “ The 
Fair Hills of Eire,” This, with its golden 
rhymes, has ‘een the despair of many a 
translator, and was perfected from the 
verses of a student in France, whose 
emotions were shared by the ne’er-do-wel] 
in Newfoundland, In the English tongue 
the same note persisved as. the most 
characteristic mark of Irish writing. it 
is common, thus, to different ages, races, 
castes and tongues. The nostalgia 
of Irish literature might be advanced 
as proof that the nature of mand 
changes but little down the years or 
under’ the vicissitudes of history, Far- 
scattered over the habitable globe, Irish- 
men of varied traditions and ideals can 
respond as one man to the lines of the 
old-time poet who bade his letter carry 
home a blessing to the moors and beaconed 
peaks that happier eyes could see.

NO. 1 ARMY BAND 
CONCERT, 


COLONEL BRASE’S NEW IRISH 
FANTASIA. 


The concert given at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, last night by the No, 1 Band from 
the Irish Free State Army School of Music 
was well attended. The programme con- 
tained something for every type of listener; 
but Colonel Fritz Brase, the conductor, held, 
as usual, to a high standard of musical in- 
terest in the programme as a whole. ‘The 
Governor-General was present with a party. 

Of special interest\on this occasion was the 
first performance of yet another Irish Fan- 
tasia by Colonel Brase himself. The new 
Fantasia, which is dedicated to Sir Hamilton 
Harty, is No. 4. It contains a numVWer of the 
best-known Irish airs, súch as “ Avenging 
and Bright,’ ' The Lark in the Clear Air,” 
“The Coolin,’’ “ Kitty of Coleraine,’ ‘* The 
Alarm,” and “ A Nation Once Again,” and 
introduces many others of notable sweetness 
or verve, Cvlonel Brase’s method is to give, 
as a rule, a full statement of every air; the 
lighter airs, such as ‘‘ The Lark in the Clear 
Air ” and “‘ Kitty of Coleraine,’’ he wreathes 
with multi-coloured strands of counterpoint ; 
the more forceful airs he marks by vigorous 
statement: the palpitating delivery of “ ‘Lhe 
Alarm ” was excellent in that way. Careful 
grouping and a judicious amount of connect- 
ing matter give coherence to the scheme. 

The qualities of the band were shown to 
better advantage in the Fantasia than in 
those numbers which were arrangements from 
orchestral scores. Colonel Brase, writing 
specially for the band as constituted, had 
laid out his score for the effective use of the 
various instrumental “families,” and the 
results were excellent. A special word must 
be said for the passage in which ‘“*'The 
Coolin ’’ is played softly by brass instruments, 
with bassoons the ‘ine woodwind assisting. 
Again, Colonel Brase’s own tutti passages, 
with bright piceolo notes and cymbal] clashes 
freely used, and the clarionets given vigorous 
skirling music, were more stirring than the 
corresponding passages of the transcriptions, 
in which the same brilliance of effect could 
be gained only, perhaps, by taking an un- 
warranted amount of liberty with the score. 
The “ Golliwog’s Cake Walk,’’ - from 
Debussy’s “Children's Corner Suite," was 
among the transcriptions—the most apt. for 
military band display, using, as it does, a 
variety of percussion. 

The Suite, by the way, was an exacting 
test of the general accuracy and response of 
the band to the conductor’s control, for. the 
accents and the dots of colour in Debussy’s 
music need very exact. placing. 

The slow movement oí. Tchaikowsky’s Fifth 
Symphony suffered in transcription: the 
music cries out for actual viola and ’cello 
tone in its most characteristic passages. Still, 
so long as we in Dublin are starved of proper 
orchestral performances we must be grateful 
for the opportunities that Colonel Brase gives 
for keeping in touch with the great orchestral 
works. ‘Ihe degree in which he did bring 
the score back to mind was truly admirable. 

In the same spirit the performances of 
Weber’s “ Der Freischutz ” Overture-and. the 
“Rheingold”? music were heard with plea- 


' sure, for Colonel Brase knows his classics, 


and has a fine, masterly way of conducting 
them. He secures delicious phrasing and 
massive chording, and by various means takes 
the miad away from the loss of string tone.

merica and Disarmament, 


President Coolidge and Mr. Kellogg, 
pparently, have been able to assure 
bponents of the adoption of a worl 

bolicy by the United States that partici- 
bation in the preparatory Commission on 
Disarmament will not commit them to 
anything beyond an investigation as to the 
yiews of the principal Powers on this 
question. Much of the criticism has been 
based upon a misunderstanding regarding 
the character of the Commission, which, 
in: effect, will be merely a preliminary 
discussion for the purpose of ascertaining 
the degree of success which might be ex- 
pected from a full disarmament confer- 
ence. There is little doubt now that Con- 
gress will agree to the appropriation in 
order that the United States may be repre- 
sented, but much uncertainty exists as to 
the composition the American delega- 
tion. The name of Colonel House is 
‘mentioned in this connection, but in any 
case the United States Ambassador 'n 
London is expected to be one of the 
delegates. ; 


Widows’ Pensions. 


Pensions awarded up to date under the 
Widows, Orphans and Old Age Pensions 
Act number 103,000, covering 306,000 
widows and children. Additional applica- 
tions to the number of 60,000 have been 
made, but nearly half of these were found 
to be ineligible, and the remaimder are 
cing investigated. According to the 
figures prepared by the Government 
actuaries during the passage of the Bill 
through Parliament, there are still over 
40,000 widows and orphans who have not 
pplied for pensions to which they are 
entitled, and endeavours are being made 
by -the authorities to bring the benefits 
due to them to their notice.

State. 
THE PRESENT POSITION. 

That: is the present position. The 
boundary problem has been. solved, 
not matters 
nothing to the present discussion. “We 
are now, said a prominent citizen in 
County Fernianagh to me last week, “a 
community relying solely upon our own 
resources; we can no longer look for 
advice or aid from the Free State.”’ 

Clearly then, it is a case for the 
Nationalist population of utilising to 
their own advantage the forces of repre- 
sentative government. That means is to 
hand; if it is not used now it may con- 
ceivably be a long time before a similar 
opportunity may occur. 

The quickening of the spirit of good- 
will created by the triple agreement is 
contingent upon several things. The 
release, of the prisoners in Northern Ire- 
land is shortly due. Owing to the 
Christmas holidays and other intervening 
circumstances the review of the sentences 
has been, unfortunately, delayed; there 
will be little more delay, however, before 


the matter. 

There is also the decision about to be 
taken by the Northern Nationalist 
members of Parliament. Upon them and 
their constituents a great responsibility 
rests. Their decision to take part in the 
affairs of the State or to continue. the 
policy of negation will mean the differ- 
ence between good ‘citizenship and bad; 
the barrenness of abstentionism or work 
for the public weal. 

- COMMON PROBLEMS. 

Though the boundary line exists, there 
are a dozen problems which demand the 
attention of the Governments on either 
side of it. A few which occur to the mind 
are. the census of the population of Ire- 
land. a matter which could be carried,out 
more accurately ‘and economically by 
united effort; a new survey of the whole 
country, which must. be made at an early 
date; and also the problem of cattle 
diseases. , 

These are but a few matters which affect 
both sides‘of the border. It is by frequent 
meetings of members to discuss problems 
| such as these that. the inter-dependence ci 
both will be realised and the ultimate 
unity of Ireland through a gradual policy 
of friendliness and good-will be achieved. 

THE REPUBLICANS. 

In the Free State, too, there is a big 
question of abstentionism from Parlia- 
ment. liithert. the Republican’ Party 
has ref to recognise the Oireachtas us 
the legaily/constituted Parliament of the 
Twenty-six Counties. 

A large proportion of the members of 
the party, it 1s understood, are in dis- 
agreement with this policy, and a meeting 
is to be held in Dublin a fortnight hence 
to reconsider their attitude. There is talk 
which seems to be well founded of a unifi- 
cation of the forces of. moderate Re- 
publicans and several members of Dail 
Eireann who have until reeently been 
andent supporters of the Free State 
Government and its policy. The main 
line of cleavage. between. these members 
and; the Executive Council was the dis- 
satisfaction with the Boundary Agreement 
Bill. The new party, if it materialises 
as the result of the negotiations and the 
forthcoming meeting, would be, I gather, 
sufficiently strong numerically. to take the

The musical comedy film, “ The Merry 
Wid ” . 

ow '—the renters of which are the 
Jury-Metro-Goldwyn Company — has failed 
to pass the Irish Free State Censor. The 
picture is by Von Stroheim, and the prin- 
cipal artists are Mae Murray and John 
Gilbert. The Censor rejected it on account 
of certain incidents which he did not 
think should be screened. 
The renters have lodged an appeal with 
the Appeal Boardin Dublin, which will see 
the film to-morrow, and decide whether the 
Censor’s decision should be upheld or 
reversed. a ay 

“The Merry Widow” film had been 
booked by La Scala Theatre and was to 
have been exhibited during the present 
week. The film was submitted for ap- 
proval to an assistant of the Censor. Mr. 
Connor; the representative of Jury-Metro- 
Goldwyn, Lid., and Mr. Tony F. Reddin, 
manager of La Scala Theatre; were much 
surprised to find it rejected as unsuitable 
for exhibition in the Free State. 

In an interview with an. Irish Times 
reporter, Mr. Reddin said that the 
Censor’s decision was a great surprise to 
him. Personally, he thought the film one 
of the finest that he had ever seen. To 
those so minded there were, perhaps, a 
couple of incidents which might have been 
deleted, but these were faithful reproduc- 
tions of what took place in the stage pre- 
sentation of the play. 

The producers had been careful to pre- 
serve the original stage version and had 
not added anything. 

“The Merry . Widow,” he said, was 
familiar to theatre-goers, who accepted the 
various situations, and the reproduction of 
these on the film would have passed with- 
out comment if not unnoticed. 

“However,” said Mr. Reddin, “ in order 
to meet the objections of the Censor, Mr. 
Connor and I offered to take the film, re- 
edit it and submit it for further inspec- 
tion.. This the Film Censor would not 
accept, and as he refused to depart from 
his assistant’s ruling, we decided to lodge 
an appeal.”’

THE MANCHESTER LANDING 
PLACE. 

The Department of Lands and Agriculture 
are Officially informed that owing to the 
occurrence of a fresh outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease in Salford on Saturday re- 
strictions have been reimposed on a large 
surrounding area, in which the Manchester 
landing place for Irish animals is situated. 
Animals landed there will consequently con- 
tinue to be subject to the regulations applying 
to an infected area—tha® is to say, they may 
not be moved out of the landing place except 
to a slaughterhouse within the area of re- 
strictions, of which Salford is the centre. 

Similar restrictions apply to animals land- 
ing at Fleetwood, but: animals landed at 
Preston may, as hlready announced, be moved 
anywhere within the “ regulated area,” either 
to a slauchterhouse or to farm premises for 
21 days’ detention. 

The British Board of Agriculture announces 
that the outbreak was discovered among pigs 
purchased at’ Spalding market on January 
5th.’ Spalding market will not be held to- 
morrow. 
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THE RIGHT HON. SIR ROBERT E. 
MATHESON, 

We regret to announce that the Right Hon. 
Sir Robert Edwin Matheson, P.C., LL.D., 
died yesterday at his residence, 44 Belgrave 
square, Monkstown, County Dublin, in his 
eighty-first year. Sir Robert was the eldest 
son of the late Mr. R. N. Matheson, Clerk of 
the Privy Council, Ireland. Educated at 
Rathmines School and at Trinity College, 
Dublin, he studied law at the King’s Inns, 
Dublin, and the, Middle Temple, London, and 
was called to the Irish Bar in 1875. He was 
appointed Secretary to the General Register 
Office in 1877, and was Assistant Registrar- 
General for Ireland from 1879 to 1900, when 
he was appointed Registrar-General for Ire- 
land, a post which he held until 1909, when 
he retired. 

Sir Robert Matheson was Commissioner of 
Irish Census in 1881, 1891 and 1901. In every 
position which he held he proved to be an 
extremely able and courteous official. He was 
created a Knight in 1907. Sir Robert 
Matheson was made an honorary LL.D. of the 
Royal University of Ireland in 1901. He was 
Examiner in Vital Statistics, etc., in Dublin 
University, 1901-1909, and President of the 
Statistical Society of Ireland, 1905-1906. 

Sir Robert Matheson’s publications included 
“Digest of the Irish Marriage Law,”’ 
“Varieties and Synonyms of Surnames and 
Christian Names in Ireland,” “Report on 
Surnames in Ireland,” ‘‘ Insects, Fungi, and 
Weeds Injurious to Farm Crops,’’ “ Housing 
of People of Ireland, 1841-1901,” and 
“ Results of Census of 1901.’’ 

Sir Robert Matheson married Cherrie M. 

Hardy, who died in 1918. He is survived by 
one son and four daughters. 
Sir Robert for the past fifty years was 
connected with the Plymouth Brethren, taking 
an active interest in the work of that body, 
and was himself a simple, but effective, 
Gospel preacher, and also a lecturer on many 
Biblical. and prophetic subjects, to which he 
devoted, the earnest study of a lifetime. His 
younger brother, Mr., Charles L. Matheson, 
K.C., was a prominent member of the Irish 
Bar, and at the time of his death, about four 
ears ago, he was Recorder of Belfast. 


MRS. W. ALGERNON LOCKER. 
Deep sympathy will be felt with Mr. W. 
Algernon Locker, of Punch, in the bereave- 
ment which he has suffered. in the death of 
his wife, a charming and accomplished woman, 
much beloved and greatly réspected in her 
circle.

The abolition of the City Council, and 
the appointmen* in its stead of Commis- 
sioners, -has been discussed in some 
quarters in Belfast. Ratepayers feel the 
burden of the existing rates, especially 
at a time of acute depression in trade, 
and the belief appears to be fairly 
generally held that the Corporation might. 
have eased the municipal load by curtail- 
ing .expenditure in “various directions 
until better times have arrived. i 
There does not appear to be much hope 
of an early reduction in the rates, and 
the municipal elections, which are now 
being held in the city, are exciting more 
interest than usual among the citizens. 


MUNICIPAL MACHINE. 


WHY A.CHANGE IS DESIRED. 


(From Our BELFAST CORRESPONDENT, ) 

Municipal elections are taking place at pre- 
sent in. Belfast. and some of the retiring 
Councillors are. being .opposed - hy. Labour 
members wao glory in their Socialism. Man 
ratepayers, particularly those entrusted wit 
the management of large concerns like linen 
mills and shipyards, see little prospect, under 
the present conditions of administration, of 
that much-needed reduction in the municipal 
rates which would be one of the princip 
factors in restoring trade and industry. In- 
deed, the Chairman of the Finance Committee: 
hinted not very long ago that there was every 
prospect of a further increase of rates in the 
new financial year beginning on the Ist April. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that there is 
an agitation in Belfast at present for the 
abolition of the Corporation, at least for three 
years, and the appointment of one or two 
Commissioners to administer the affairs of 
the city—a Commission which would wield 
a municipal Geddes’ axe on all branches of 
administration, and make such a general re 
duction in expenditure that a substantial de- 
crease would be effected in the rates. 

Councillor Daniel Wilson, who was largely 
responsible for the appointment of the pre- 
sent Housing Inquiry. the proceedings of 
which are being followed with extraordinary 
interest in the eitv, has decided not to. seek 
re-election to the-Corporation. He has given 
it as his deliberate opinion, after a close study 
oí the municipal machine. that there can be

NEW JUDGE.

MR. COSTELLO AS ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL, 


The Governor-General, acting on the advice 
of the Executive Councjl, has appointed Mr. 
John O’Byrne, K.C., hitherto Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State, to be a 
Judge of the High Court. 

_The Governor-General also, on the nomina- 
tion of the Executive Council, has appointed 
Mr. “John A. Costello, Senior Counsel, to be 
Attorney-General of the Irish Free State. 

The new judge is a native of County 
Wicklow, and has been fourteen years at the 
Irish Bar, so that his promotion may be 
counted extremely rapid. He was originally 
a Second Division clerk in the Civil Service, 
and, after serving in London, was transferred 
to the offices of the Irish Land Commission, 
Dublin. There he uired knowledge of the 
working of the Land Acts, which brought 
him many briefs when he adopted the pro- 
fession of law. 

On the elevation of Mr. Hugh Kennedy to 
the position of Chief Justice, Mr. O’Byrne 
was appointed to succeed him as Attorney- 
General. _He took an active part in the 
recent negotiations which culminated in the 
London Pact on the boundary question. 

The career of the new Attorney-General, 
Mr. John A. Costello, is also an instance of 
rapid a After a brilliant school 
and college course, Mr. Costello gained 
further ‘distinction ‘in his law course, winnin 
the Barton Prize, the Victoria Prizes in 191% 
and 1914, and, at the John Brooke Scholar- 
ship examination, winning the Law Society’s 
Exhibition of £21. At the Bar he rapidly 
acquired a lucrative practice, and, as Junior 
Counsel, he figured in many important cases, 
notably the Croker case. For the past few 
years he has acted as counsel for the State, 
and only six months ago he took silk.

ANOTHER YEAR’S 
PROGRESS, 


a &————- 


In a leading article The Times observes :— 
The League of Nations has increased its im- 
portance during the past twelve months and 
entered upon tts seventh year of existence 
yesterday with growing confidence. Un- 
doubtedly the two biggest performances of 
its career have been accomplished within the 
last four months. It prevented war in the’ 
Balkans, and, it gave a unanimous decision in 
a complicated dispute, ‘which had been left 


unsettled by Great Britain and Turkey at | 


Lausanne. Both these questions provided 
tests of the League in its weakest. Poiúts, and, 
in both the League emérged eventually suk- 
cessful. he 4 

In the Greco-Bulgar quarrel the disputants 
had already reached, when the Council was 
advised of the matter, a point at which in 
former days a minor war, at least, would have 
been inevitable. The Iraq boundary 
award has not yet been accepted by 
the Turkish Government. It is. not, 
as is commonly supposed, the duty 
of the League to enforce its decisions. Its 
general duty is to indicate a settlement, and, 
only in the event of its violation to call 
upon its members to support the injured 
party. There is happil: yet no reason to 
suppose that actior in Mosul will be ‘neces- 
sary, for the Turkish Government has not 
refused .to entertain the British Prime 
Minister’s suggestion that negotiations should 
b opened on the basis of the Geneva award. 

In other ways the year has been a notable 
one for the League. The Protocol for the 
pacific settlement of international disputes 
was abandoned as the result of the interven- 
tion of the British reign Secretary at the 
Merch meeting of the Council, and in its 
place a beginning was made with the con- 
clusion of the regional pacts. The Locarno 
Treat: was not the work of the League, but 
it was negotiated entirely in the spirit of 
the Covenant, contained numerous direct re- 
ferences to the authority of the Council, and 
was; after signature, deposited in the archives 
of the League by Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and M. Peul—the first important international 
treaty, the original text of which has been 
so deposited. 

The coming year should be another period 
of growth for the League. Germany is 
bound by the Treaty of Locarno to apply 
for membership, and is virtually assured be- 
forehani of a permanent seat on the Council. 
T..a United States has already officially 
attended an Opium Conference, and intends 
to send representatives to the proposed pre- 
paratory conference on disarmament. Soviet 
Russia has also been invited to be present, 
but hw leaders are at variance upon the 
answer to be given. In 1926 the participa- 
tion of Germany in the deliberations of the 
League should finally silence the allegation 
still sometimes hear” among its opponents 
that the League of Nations is the servile 
instrument of the Powers who were Victorious 
in the war.

POSSIBLE DICTATORSHIP. 


From ‘ Tue TIMES” ConnREsPcNDENT, 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The National Congress of the Socialist 
Party, which is to settle the question whether 
or not the party is to collaborate with the 
Radicals, or take office, met this morning in 
Paris. The discussion will not be closed 
to-day, and a vote will probably not be taken 
before to-morrow evening. There are three 
currents of opinion in the party on the ques- 
tion of policy. 

The Right wing, headed by M. Renaudel 
and M. Paul Boncour, is anxious that the 
party should assist in forming a strong 
‘* Government of the Left,” in which several 
Socialist Ministers should take office. This 
would differentiate it from the Herriot Go- 
vernment, in which the Socialists did not take 
part, although they supported it. These are 
the participationists. 

The Moderate Socialists feel that if they 
do not stand by the Radicals there will be a 
swing to the Right among the Radical 
groups. 

The Left wing of the party feels that if 
Parliament proves itself as effete during the 
next few months as it has during the past, 
there is bound to. be a dictatorship of some 
sort, sooner or later. When that moment 
comes, they want to seize. it before the 
Fascisti or the Right get-their chance. 

Both sections feel the urgent need of a 
strong Government. The difference between 
them is that the Moderate Socialists hope to 
get it constitutionally, by forming a strong 
majority in the Chamber; the others are. pre- 
pared to use force for the purpose. It is ex- 
pected that the two ‘* Anti-Participationist”’ 
groups will have a clear majority over the 
** Participationists.”’ 


LANCASHIRE COTTON

PROPOSED SCHEME TO SOLVE 
DIFFICULTIES. 


Arising out of the recent meeting of re- 
capitalised companies in the Lancashire spin- 
ning trade, a new scheme of cotton control 
has been evolved by Mr, J. W. Platt, a well- 
known mill director. He suggests that, in 
order to get the trade out of its difficulties, it 
should be sectionalised. His idea is to make 
five sections—No. 1, coarse counts; No. 2, 
medium counts: No. 3, fine counts; No. 4, 
ring spinners; and No. 5, non-turnover 
spinners. 

A cotton trades’ joint board should be 
fermed, with one representative from each 
section, while two seats should be allotted to 
the operatives. The following essentials 
should be supp.ied weekiy to the board:— 
Stocks, productioa, deliveries, orders, so that 
a definite and complete position could be de- 
fined at any time.

FORGED BANK “ 
NOTES. 


DISCOVERIES IN MANY 
COUNTRIES. - 


SURPRISING “FIND” IN 
. HAGUE BANK,

A startling sequel to the Por§guese Angola 
bank scandal, in which millions*of counterfeit 
notes are alleged to have been printed in 
London and then conveyed to Lisbon in suit 
cases by certain of the bank directors, who 
are now in prison, has occurred here. 

Notes of the face value of over a million 
pounds have been discovered by the Dutch 
police stored in a Rotterdam forwarding office 
and in the cellars of a Hague bank. The 
police have arrested a Dutchman and a Turk 
under suspicion of being agents of the bank. 
A third: suspected agent, a Turk, has 
escaped, - 

Contracts alleged to have been legalised in 
Lisbon, authorising ‘London printers to pro- 
ceed with the work, have also been discovered 
by the authorities. The bank as well as the 
forwarding house were completely ignorant of 
the contents of the boxes submitted to their 
care. 

The prisoners will appear before the in- 
vestigating judge on Tuesday, but under 
Dutch law the Dutchman cannot be 
extradited.

CLUMSY FORGERIES. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

_ All the ingredients of a popular novel~ 
international intrigue, ‘revenge, mystery, 
treachery and Monarchist plots—are to be 
found in the Budapest counterfeit scandal, 
which ended in a stupid fiasco, since not a 
single forged note was put into cireulation, 
while the chief conspirators are in jail, 
faccording to reports “made to the 
Quai D’Orsay by the French detectives 
just returned from Hungary. That a false 
couception of patriotism inspired many of the 
plotters, is admitted by the French police, 
but for many of them it was the kind of 
patriotism which Dr. Johnson stigmatised as 
““the last refuge of a scoundrel,” since they 
were to be paid handsomely for their illegal 
actions, 

It is now known that the twenty-five “‘ con- 
fidence men ” selected to put the false notes 
into circulation were to receive forty per 
cent. for their trouble. Every time they 
succeeded in passing a false 1.000 franc note 
they were to receive 400 francs in real money 
as their commission. The bank notes, how- 
ever, were so clumsily forged—the paper was 
too thick, the colouring was too bright—that 
not a single bank would®accept them, and 
instead of collecting forty per cent. com- 
mission many of the plotters are now in 
jail. 

For a year and a half the French political 
police have been watching the actions of 
Prince Von Windisch-Graetz and his accom- 
plices. Early ih 1924 the Quai D’Orsay was 
informed by a woman, whose name is kept 
secret, that Von Windisch-Graetz was plan- 
ning a counterfeiting conspiracy. Conse- 
quently the Quai D’Orsay was rot surprised 
when its Amsterdam agent reported that 
Colonel Yankowitch, a Hungarian, had been 
arrested there for trying to pass. a false 
French 1,000 frane note. Yankowitch brought 
the counterfeit money to Amsterdam in a 
diplomatic valise. 

The Hungarian Minister to Holland 
vonched for Yankowitch, but the Amsterdam 
police were not satisfied. Thev searched 
Yankowitch and thev found forged notes in 
his shoes and concealed in his shirt. They 
visited his hotel, found two of his accom- 
plices and ciscovered several svalises—all 
carrying the seal of the Hungarian Foreign 
Office—filled with false notes. Immediately 
the alarm was sounded throughout Europe, 
and attempts.te pass the counterfeit money 
in Italy and Germany failed. 


ENFORCING THE CENSORSHIP. 


IRISH. IIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

BUDAPEST, Sunday. 

The French emissaries, who came to Buda- 
pest to force the Horthy-Bethlen Government 
to help to uncover the reactionary plot to 
forge French money, have returned to Paris. 
Budapest’s autocratic magnates are breathing 
freely again,.convinced that the Government 
will de everything to restrict the scandal to 
those denounced by the French, and will not 
search further. 

The Government’s first step was to enforce 
the censorship and curtail discussion of the 
scandal. The Villag, a semi-Liberal paper, 
was forbidden to appear for a week. ‘t 
copied an article from the Berlin papers dis- 
closing the Fascisti activities of Count Kanya, 
Hungary’s Minister to Berlin, whom the 
Democrats of Germany consider as the /iatson 
ofliccr betaveen Archduke Albrecht. the Hun- 
garian Pretender, and the German ex-Crown 
Prince. All papers publishing details of tha 
forgery are threatened with drastic Govern- 
ment measures if they implicate others than 
those listed by the police. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT.

There has been one fresh arrest in the. 

forgery case, that of the head of the Carto- 
graphical Institute. A long official com- 
muniqué, of which the following is a sum- 
mary, was issued last night. 
_ In the middle of December, on receipt of 
information from Amsterdam: of the arrest 
‘oF Hungarians with forged French 1,000f. 
notes in their possession, the Hungarian 
police immediately started inquiries here, 
which, on the instructions of the Minister 
of the Interior, they extended to cover a 
wide field of search. On December 21st 
details were received from the Procurator- 
General in Amsterdam that Jankovitch, 
Marsovszky and Mankovitch had been ar- 
rested with 7,500 forged 1.000f. notes in 
their possession. The confessions of these 
men incriminated M. Nadosy, the Chief of 
Folice here. On this account the Minister 
of the Interior at once excluded the Chief 
of Police from any participation in the police 
action in the case. 

The finding of one false 1,000 france note in 
the National Bank here led to the arrest of 
Prince Ludwig Windisch-Graetz’s servant, 
Kovacs. This arrest was followed shortly 
afterwards by that of Prince Ludwig Win- 
disch-Graetz’s private secretary, who was 
found to be in telegraphic communication 
with the men arrested in Holland. 

On January 3rd M. Nadosy appeared on his 
own volition at police headquarters, and made 
a statement which led the same day to the 
arrest of Prince Ludwig Windisch-Graetz, 
followed on the next day by his own. 
The discovery of the designer of the notes and 
his expert accomplices ensued, and parts of 
the melted down dies were fovgd in the 
cellars of the Cartographical Institute. Next 
came the renort of the arrest of Olchvary in 
Hambure, that of his brother here and 
another man named Andor, who was arrested 
on his return from Milan.
